Many people have asked me why I run cross coun- 
try, and, really, I don’t have the answer. It wouldn’t 
be that it’s fun, dripping sweat when running in 
100-plus heat, or getting frost-bitten toes running in 
the rain and snow. It gets lonely running out there, 
mile after mile, whether running on the deserted 
highway or the crowded streets. But I do feel a 
certain statisfaction after completing a 10 or 12 
mile workout. I do not notice so much the fatigue in 
my legs; rather I notice how wonderful I feel, com- 
pletely rejuvenated and desiring to go run another 
10 miles. There are times during races when I feel 
utterly alone, even in the midst of a shuffling, shov- 
ing pack, with my teammates screaming at me 
“You can do it! Keep it up!” But theirs is a great 
satisfaction in finishing a race with the knowledge 
that you have gone as hard and fast as you could go 
— whether you finish first or fiftieth. To know that 
you have over-come the moment when your legs 
refuse to go on, but yet they do. For in the last mile 
of a race, it is not so much just who is in better 
shape, more it is a battle of mental toughness - a 
battle to see who can endure the most pain. But 
there is a certain something inside that always com- 
mands me to go on - I am thankful it is there.
